I  beg  to  submit  the  annual  report  for  the  year  1955  prepared 
in  accordance  with  the  requirements  of  the  Ministry  of  Health.

4.  MOORING  STATIONS.  A  Mooring  Station  has  been  designated  as 
required  by  Regulations  22  to  30,  and  is  situated  immediately  North 
of  the  Railway  Quay,  on  the  East  side  of  the  River  Arun.  It  has 
been  agreed  with  the  Harbour  Master  that  should  this  berth  be  in 
use  when  required  for  quarantine,  an  alternative  berth  will  be 
found  for  the  vessel  then  occupying  it.  The  provision  of  an 
additional  Mooring  Station  outside  the  Harbour  is  considered 
impract i cable. 

5.  ARRANGEMENTS  FOR  - 

(a)  Hospital  Accommodation  -  Cases  of  Scarlet  Fever,  Diphtheria, 
Enteric  Fever  and  Encephalit is  Lethargica  could  be 
isolated  at  the  Isolation  Hospital,  Swandean.  If  any  case 
of  Plague,  Cholera  or  Yellow  Fever  arrived  on  a  vessel 
special  arrangements  would  have  to  be  made. 

(b)  Surveillance  and  Follow  up  of  Contacts  -  would  be  carried 
out  by  Port  Health  Inspector,  and  the  Medical  Officer  of 
Health. 

(c)  Cleansing  and  Disinfection  of  Ships,  Persons,  Clothing 
and  Other  Articles  -  Arrangements  for  the  cleansing  and 
disinfection  of  persons,  clothing  and  other  articles 
would  be  made  to  meet  the  situation.

SECTION  XIV  -  Public  Health  Shellfish  Regulations , 1944  and  1948 

There  are  some  very  small  winkle  beds  at  the  mouth  of  the  River  Arun 
which  are  very  little  used,  as  there  are  better  and  larger  beds  further 
East.  No  infection  has  been  traced  to  the  eating  of  shellfish  during 
the  year. 


It  has  not  been  necessary  to  take  any  action  under  these 
Regulations  or  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act,  1938  (since  repealed  by  the 
Food  and  Drugs  Act,  1955). 

Samples  are  periodically  taken  and  submitted  for  bacteriological 
examination.
